CHICAGO, July 10.—A large number of 
hymns are mere doggerel so far as the 
words are concerned and are so care- 
lessly written that they contain theo- 
logical untruths and misstatements, de- 
clared the Rev. John Thompson yester- 
day at the fifty-fifth annual camp meet- 
ing of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
of the Chicago district.

GIRL TRIED TO END LIFE 


Man Calls in Policeman After 
He Makes Purchase From 
Clerk Described by Girl. 


Timothy Harrington of 220 Blendon 
place caused the arrest Friday of 
George White, 30 years old, a clerk at 
the Wolff-Wilson drug store, Sixth 
street and Washington avenue, on the 
charge of selling poison without requir- 
ing the purchaser to register, as the 
law requires. The warrant was issued 
against White by Prosecuting Attorney 
Sidener. White lives at 921 North 
Bighteenth street. 

Harrington's action was prompted by 
the attempted suicide of his 16-year-old 
daughter, Elizabeth, last Wednesday, 
with carbolic acid alleged to have been 
obtained at the Wolff-Wilson store. The 
girl swallowed the acid in front of the 
home of Mrs. Elizabeth Boyer, 6252 Fa- 
mous avenue, and is still in a serious 
condition at the city hospital. 

The bottle which had contained the 
drug that she swallowed had the Wolff- 
Wilson name blown in the glass. Har- 
rington obtained from his daughter a 
description of the clerk from whom she 
said she had purchased it. 

He then went to the drug store, ac- 
companied by a policeman, and bought 10 
cents’ worth of carbolic acid from 
White, who, he thought, answered the 
description. He was not required to 
register. Harrington then called in the 
policeman, who arrested the clerk.

T0 TWO ARRESTS 


Man Invited, Tells Police, Who 
Find Loaded Dice and Mirror 
Ring on Suspects. 


MEN DENY WRONGDOING 


Police Say the Prisoners Will Be

When Dr. H. E. Rose, a dentist, of 
2% Collinsville avenue, East St. Louis, 
was asked to fill a cavity in a $30,000 
poker game, he became suspucious that 
an attempt was being made to extract 


his bank roll. 

Using seeming compliance as an anes- 
thetic, he drew the strangers on and 
then crowned all by getting in touch 
with Detective Chief, Allender of St. 
Louis and having them ‘‘pulled.”’ 

The men, who gave their names as 
Frank Stetson and Harry Brown, are 
hela at police headquarters. In Brown's 
pockete were found five sets of dice, two 
of which were loaded. 

Hand Mirror Is Shown. 

A smooth-talking stranger entered Dr. 
Rose’s office Thursday, he says, and 
established friendly relations after 
saying he had met a close friend of the 
dentist at a Michigan resort. Rose says 
the stranger told him he knew of a 
man who had $30,000, which could easily 
be won from him in a poker game. 

He showed Rose a small mirror which 
a dealer could hold in his hand in such 
@ Way that he could see the face of ev- 
ery card he dealt. This mirror was 
found in Brown’s pocket when he was 
arrested. 

Rose agreed to go to the American An- 
nex Hotel Thursday night to sit in the 
game. When the stranger departed he 
called up Chief Allender. 

By appointment Rose met the stranger 
at the St. Louis end of Eads Bridge at 
8 p. m. There the stranger handed the 
dentist a $20 bill with which to enter 
the proposed game. Detectives were on 
the watch. They followed Rose and the 
poker steerer to a drug store, where 
Rose spent 8) cents for three decks of 
cards, and then to the American Annex. 
As Rose and his companion were enter- 
ing a room there the detectives closed in 
on them. 

In the room ‘they found Steisoa, whom 
they also arrested. 

To Be Ordered Out of Town. 

At police headquarters Brown ad- 
mitted that it was he who called at 
Rose’s office, but he denied he made 
any proposition to introduce Rose in a 
crooked card game. He said he was 
a Springfield (11ll.) barber and that Stet- 
s0n was a chance acquaintance whom 
he met at the American Annex. 

Stetson told the police he came here 
from California, where, he said, he had 
served a term in San Quentin prison 
for forgery. 

Chief Allender said he would prefer 
no charges against the men, but would 
order them to leave town after holding 
them 20 hours. Rose is $19.50 ahead. 


$10,000,000 LEFT TO 
CHILDREN OF THE POOR 


Texan Plays Joke on Relatives by 
Having Will Concealed

HOUSTON, Tex., July 10.—Francis A. 
Ogden, a recluse of Madison, Wis., wh» 
died here a month ago, played a grim 
joke upon his relatives. Following his 
death, search was made for a will. 
None being found, his regular attorney 
announced that the old man left no 
will. 

His relatives flocked to Houston from 
far and near. The temporary adminis: 
trators inventoried the estate and found 
that its value was more than $10,000,000. 
The heirs had just finished a plan of 
dividing the enormous wealth when the 
surprising announcement was made by 
Judge Norman G. Kittrell of Houston 
that Ogden left a will in hig hands, 
with the written stipulation that it 
should not,.be made public until 30 days 
after his death. 

The recluse said he wanted to let his 
relatives enjoy thinking about the money 
they supposed they were going to re- 
ceive a little while. 

The will leaves the entire fortune to

Grand Jury Investigation Post- 
poned to Let State Bolster Up 
Case Against Woman. 
PROSECUTOR IS HOPEFUL 
Women Who Fled From Doc- 


tor’s Office After Murder. 
Are Sought in Vain,

FREEPORT; L. I., July 10.—Did Mrs. 


Florence Carman equip her home with a 
dictograph because she was jealous otf 
her doctor husband, or was it because 
of an uncontrollable desire to know the 
secrets of her neighbors? 

Dr. Carman made a specialty of wom- 
en's cases. He was therefore in pos- 


session of the innermost secrets of the 
daily associates of his wife. Did he re- 
fuse to share with his wife what he 
knew? 

If the wife was consumed with curi- 
caity and not with jealousy, did she kill 
Mra. Louise Bailey, the patient of the 
doctor, in his office? 

Or did some husband, who suspected 
Dr. Carman of too intimate knowledge 
of his family affairs, or someone to re- 
venge himself for supposed injuries, 
shoot at the doctor and kill the woman 
by mistake? 

The foregoing is one of the many new 
angles of the speculation this morning 
in the Carman case since it is accepted 
generally that the State’s case against 
Mrs. Carman is so weak that an indict- 
ment may not follow. 

Mra. Carman Breaks Down. 

Physically and mentally ill, Mrs. Flor- 
ence Conklin Carman is in almost com- 
plete solitude in the Nassau County Jail 
at Mineola, while the officials are press- 
ing forward in their efforts to get evi- 
dence strong enough to convict her, and 
her family and friends, on the other 
hand, are rallying to her defense. 

The grand jury, which was to have 
begun the taking of testimony yester- 
day, did not do so, but ad’ourned to 
Tuesday. Apparently thet was to give 
the State time to strengthen fts case. 
The presence of Burns, the detective, 
and some of his men at Mineola and 
Freeport last night seemed to bear out 
this view.

Bardes, the insurance man, whose story 
of having seen a woman answering 
Mrs. Carman’s description fleeing from 
the lawn the night of the murder, 
caused her arrest. 

Levy’s statement had to do with a 
Freeport girl, Florence Raynor. Bardes 
was with her a short time after the 
shooting—so short a time, Levy asserts, 
that he could not have been in front of 
the Carman house when the shot was 
fired. 

Bardes was held in $2000 ball as a 
material witness. He did not obtain a 
bondsman and is still in jail. 

“Neither the partial retraction of 
Golder nor the fact that Bardes might 
have been with Miss Raynor shortly 
after the shooting weakens the State’s 
case,” District Attorney Smith said 
to reporters. ‘‘I thought all along that 
Golder was mistaken in saying Mrs. 
Carman was on the porch that night. 
I don’t think she was, but I think 
he did see her passing through the hall 
fully dressed at a time when she says 
she was upstairs and disrobed. 

‘‘As to Bardes’ story, I am quite con- 
fident that it is true. He was with 
Miss Raynor that evening, but.no one 
knows exactly when the shooting was 
done, and probably all hands are a few 
minutes out of the way about that. He 
could very well have heard the shot, 
seen Mrs. Carman going away from the 
lawn, passed on and joined Miss Raynor 
shortly afterward.” 

Smith was none too enthusiastic about 
the strength of his case, though ap- 
parently he believed that Justice Nor- 
ton would hold Mrs. Carman after the 
hearing next week and that the grand 
jury probably would indict her,

The Katy Flyer, the fastest train on 
the M. K. & T. Railroad, left St. Louis 
at 8:32 o’clock last night. At Matson, 
on the north bank of the river, where 
a stop was made at *°J:ib, the men are 
supposed to have boarded the train and 
hidden themselv~s on the tender of the 
Joconuwtive. 

A short di.itance weet of Matson, 
Snadliey, the engineer, heard a noise 
behind him, and looked around, he said, 
into the muzzles of two revolvers. 

“They told me to stop, and I stopped,” 
said the engineer. ‘“‘Then they told the 
fireman to run back and uncouple the 
train between the last express car and 
the‘first passenger coach.” 

After taking the train to a point near 
the Klondyke sand mines on the river 
bank, the men entered the express car 
and forced the messenger, J. G. Nichol- 
son, to stand with his face to the wall 
while they blew both doors from the safe 
with nitroglycerin.

Louis to Dallas, Tex. 

The St. Charles station agent said 
that at 8 a. m. Thursday: two men, one 
short and one of medium height, 
both wearing black slouch hats, in- 
q@uifed of him what time the Katy 
Flyer would reach Matson that night. 
They then asked him when the first 
train for Matson would leave, and he 
told them it would leave at 10:30 a, m., 
but they did not buy tickets. He be- 
lieves that perhaps they stole a ride to 
Matson on a freight train, and that they 

were the bandits. 

The first news of the robbery was 
given by the flagman of the flyer, who 

got off the train and ran back to Mat- 
son. There he notified the station agent 
and telegrams were sent out almost be- 
fore the robbers had finished their work 
of looting the express car. 

Telephone messages aroused men 
living in the neighborhood of the 
Kiondyke sand banks. W. Weinrich, 
a farmer, was one of the first men 
aroused.

Tour of Investigation. 
A Post-Dispatch reporter, wishing to 
find whether he could be served in a 
first-class restaurant if ‘immaculately 
clean,’’ but without coat and collar, 
made a tour of investigation Thursday. 
It has been a long established custom 
in St. Louis in fashionable restaurants, 
that men without coats will not be 
served. However, since the publicity 
given Dr. Jordan’s editorial, the inves- 
tigation was made to ascertain if the 
Health Bulletin’s advice had any effect 
upon the custom. 
At noon, dressed in a spotless white 
shirt, clean gray trousers, white canvas 
shoes, and with the neck of his shirt 
turned in, the reporter walked into the 
Planters Hotel cafe and sat down near 
a table of women. 
Immediately the head waiter came 
over and smilingly said: 
“I am sorry to have to inform you, 
sir, but our rule is that gentlemen shall 
Wear coats while in the cafe. It is a 
rule I cannot break. We shall be glad 
to serve you in the grill. If you are 
a stranger here, I will have a waiter 
show you the way.’’ 
- The head waiter was shown the 
Health Department bulletin, but with- 
out effect. The reporter held his seat. 
No waiter came to serve his order. The 
head waiter came over again. 
“I think you will find it very cool in 
the grill. Will you not let me accom- 
pany you there? I will see that you are

The new 
rafts look much like two flat-bottomed 
rowboats. They are 13 feet 6 inches 
long and 3 feet wide and 16 inches deep. 
They will be attachef asongside the 
hull, but will not be made a part of it. 

I feel a measure of confidence that 
they must solve the problem. The ones 
temporarily constructed for experimenct- 
al purposes are of rough lumber and 
weigh close to 200 pounds apiece, but the 
‘“‘America’’ has demonstrated such re- 
markable lifting power that the extra 
weight should not matter much. If the 
trials today prove that the bigger pon- 
toons are right, permanent ones can pe 
constructed in ample time for shipment 
of the America to Newfoundland Satur- 
day of next week.

So insistent have been 
miy questioners, however, that I cannot 
longer dodge an opinion. 

‘And the opinion I am now going to 
express is my absolute, honest belief. 
founded on my intimate knowledge of 
practical aviation. If wrong, I will be 
glad of it. If right, I will have no 
compunctions. I believe that a very se- 
ricus mistake will be made if the flight 
is even attempted, but I have my doubts 
if the actual attempt will be made. 

“This is not a reflection on Lieut. 
Poerte, or anyone concerned in the pro- 
posed flight. Doubtless he and his aids 
have been sincere in their efforts and 
the information they have given the 
public. But I believe that the next 
week or two will prove to all of them 
that the transatlantic flight is not at 
present feasible; that their theories have 
failed in execution. 

“I myself would not attempt the flight 
for $1,000,000 and I have spent 100 hours 
in the air where Porte has spent one. 
My prediction of failure is summarized 
in a few words—the enormity of the 
proposition has been underrated—the 
preparations have been entirely inade- 
quate. 

“I do not believe that the present ma- 
chine, ‘America,’ is capable of making 
the flight. I am convinced that no one 
man can perform this feat.’’ 


NEW PLAN FOR BETTER 
SPRINKLING OF STREETS 


Street Commissioner Talbert, weary of 
complaints against inadequate street 
sprinkling, Friday announced a plan to 
have contractors bid so much per lineal 
foot for what sprinkling they actually 
do. Under the present system contrac- 
tors are paid a lump sum to sprinkle a 
specified number of miles of streets a 
specified number of times a day. 

Talbert also notified contractors they 
would be fined $ a day, beginning Mon- 
day, for every wagon not in service, as 
contrarted for. He has learned, he 
says, 52 wagons are not in use, and he 
plans to hire outside wagons with funds 
derived from fines. At present, he said, 
140 wagons and seven trucks are in use. 

The Street Department has borrowed 
seven men from the Sewer Department 
for emergency use as_ sprinkling in- 
spectors, increasing the sprinkling in- 
specting force to 13. 

Bids for new contracts will be received 
in December and awarded in February. 
A year hence Talbert hopes to have 
the springling done by the city, which 
was forbidden under the old charter now 
in effect. An appropriation of $250,000 for 
equpment would first have to be made.

LONDON NEWSPAPER 
FAVORS NEW U. S. TREATY 


LONDON, July 10—The Daily 
News, commenting editorially on an 
announcement of Walter H. Page, 
the American Ambassador, at the 
peace centenary meeting in the 
Metropolitan Tabernacle last night, 
that a new treaty betwen the United 
States and Great Britain looking to 
a closer binding of the two countries, 
‘was being concluded, says:

WASHINGTON, July 10.—President 
Wilson will not withdraw the nomina- 
tion of Paul M. Warburg of New York 
and Thomas D. Jones of Chicago as 
members of the Federal Reserve Board. 

Instead President Wilson will carry 
his fight to have the nominations con- 
firmed to the floor of the Senate and 
keep it up until a vote by the Upper 
House has been taken on the question. 

This announcement came from th: 
White House immediately after the Sen- 
ate Committee on Banking and Currency 
voted, 7 to 4, yesterday, to report the 
nomination of Jones unfavorably. 

Though the President was chagrined 
when the word reached him that with 
the aid of Senators Hitchcock and 
Reed, Democrats, Mr. Jones’ nomination 
had been turned down, he at once began 
preparations for a fight with the Senate. 
The Committee decided to take no fur- 
ther action or the Warburg appointment 
unless the New York banker changed 
his mind and decided to accept the com- 
mittee’s invit.tion to come before it 
and submit to questioning. The next 
move, it sa:s, must come from him. 

The President takes the position that 
having known Jones for so long, his 
business relations and his ideals, he, the 
President, more than anyone else, is 
better able to judge whether he is qual- 
ifled to fill a position on the Federal 
Reserve Board. 

The President regards the attitude of 
the opposition in the case of Jones as 
well as that of aWrburg as being as far 
cther than broadminded, and as indi- 
cating a belief that everv business man 
of vrealth and position is a criminal. 

The Senators wie opposed Jones’ con- 
firmation contend that the members of 
the Federal Reserve Board should be 
absolutely free from any questionable 
business affiliatiors; that his connec- 
tlon with the International Harvester 
Co. barred him absolutely. | 

It is not lHkely, however, that Jones 
can be confirmed by a direct appeal to 
the Senate. The Democratic margin is 
too small to overcome the united op- 
position of Progressive and stand-pat 
Republicans. Senators Lee of Mary-

Master in Wagner Electric Case 
Makes Same Report as Be- 
fore Appeal. 


Henry H. Denison, special master why 
heard testimony in an infringement suit 
of the Westinghouse Electric and Man- 
ufacturing Co. against the Wagner Elec-

An appeal was then taken tv 
the United States Supreme Court a year 
ago and it reversed the trial court and 
recommended that the special master 
go over it again. He now recommends 
the same amount of damages.

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Secretary of State Knox and maintained 
to date, by force, under Secretary of 
State Bryan. 

The true story of the American occu- 
pation of Nicaragua in 1912 is presented 
|here for the first time. It. is taken 
from the reports of the marine officers. 
| These reports are official. They are on 
file in the Navy Department. 

When the marines sailed out of Phila- 
delphia and other Atlantic Coast ports 
late in August the State Department 
issued a ‘number of statements to the 
effect that the marines were going for 
the sole purpose of protecting American 
investments. As the ships neared Corin- 
to and iust before the fighting men 
landed, the State Department stirred the 
country with an announcement that 4 
girls were closeted in a convent at 
Granada and that they were in grave 
danger because of the presence of an 
unbridled army of revolutionists. Other 
stories of a similar nature were circu- 
lated and the country was thoroughly 
aroused. 

The texts of the reports which follow 
show: 

1. That the girls’ school was a myth 
invented as an excuse to draw attention 
away from the real activities of the 
marines. 

No Americans in Danger. 


2. That American lives were not en- 
dangered and that the only American 
property which the marines found to 
protect was the National Railroad, 
which had been pawned to the Wall 
street group with Mr. Knox as a go- 
between. 


3. That the marines were sent to 
Nicaragua to fight the battles of Diaz 
and that they did fight them and 
smothered the revolutionists while the 
Diaz troops looked on from a safe dis- 
tance. 

4. That the methods used by the 
marines were akin to the method 
used by Mr. Knox throughout his 
dealings with the little republic. 


When the marines landed at Co- 
rinto Gen. Mena, leader of the revo- 
lutionists, held Granada with a for- 
midable force. Granada is located 
at the interior terminus of the rail- 
road. On the road to Granada Gen. 
Zeledon held Masaya with another 
formidable force. 


The Diaz troops apparently were 
afraid to attempt to dislodge either 
of these forces. 

Maj. Smedley Butler was sent 
ahead, and at Masaya he advised 
Zeledon that he merely wanted to 


pass through his lines in order that 
he might protect the railroad. But- 
ler assured Zeledon that the Ameri- 
cans would be neutral. Upon this 
condition Zeledon consented to let 
the Americans pass without a fight. 


Upon similar promises Gen. Mena, 
further up the line, allowed Butler 
to enter Granada. Neutrality was 
promised specifically. 

As soon as Butler got into Granada 
and took up a position, Col, Pendle- 
ton hurried over with his command 
from Managua. A report was circu- 
lated from Washington at this time 
that Butler had been attacked by 
Mena’s forces. It proved false. 

As soon as Pendleton acrived with re- 
inforcements he requested Mena to stack 
the arms of his command in the public 
square in order that the Americans 
might have positive assurance of his 
good faith. Mena did as requested, 


The following day Admiral Suther- 
land, the commander-in-chief, arrived 
and demanded Mena’s' unconditional 
surrender. Without arms Mena’s forces 
were at the mercy of the Americans. 
The revolutionists surrendered. Mena 
was packed into a train under guard 
and rushed to Panama under promise 
that he would never return to his coun- 
try. 

The Americans then proceeded back 
tou Masaya and demanded that Zeledon 
follow Mena’s performance. But Zele- 
don had heard of Mena’s fate and he 
refused to comply with the demands. 
His army was shattered by the Amer- 
icans while the Diaz forces stood by and 
looked on. Zeledon fled after the de- 
feat. He was captured by Diaz troops 
and brutally murdered. 

When the marines started for Gran- 
ada they did not understand the man- 
ner in which they were to be compelled 
to “double cross” the revolutionists. 
The orders to demand the surrender of 
the revolutionists came directly from 
Secretary of the Navy Meyer at Wash 
ington after Butler had arrived at Gran- 
ada. 

Reports Tell Story. 

Here is the story told by the official 
reports: 

“About 11:30 a. m. the train, as it 
was approaching Nindiri station, was 
fired on by the rebel artillery on Coyo- 
tepe Hill, three balls striking near the 
train. I moved it back about 2000 yards 
and sent a- note to Gen. B. F. Zeledou, 
commanding the rebel forces, notifying

“Zeledon replied that he could not 
come out and requested me to meet him 
inside his lines at Masaya. I went into 
the rebel lines and talked with Zeledon. 

“Zeledon requested an interview with 
the regimental cornmander, Col. J. H. 
Pendleton, United States Marine Corps 
who had arrived the evening before a* 
our bivouac along the railroad. This re- 
quest I granted and escorted his repre- 
sentatives to our lines. 

‘The battalion remained on the train 
in the above-mentioned bivouac until 
4:15 a. m. Sept. 19, when it disem- 
barked, marched to and took up a posi- 
tion between the village of Nindiri ana 
the Barranca Hill, the battery of auto. 
matic guns attached to this battalion 
taking up a position to fire on the rebel 
trenches. 

‘At 6 a. m. Sept. 19 Zeledon agreed +o 
allow free and unrestricted passage of 
trains through his lines anc the bat- 
talion was embarked with its three-inch 
guns and automatics on the train at 
Nindiri station. 

Ultimatum Sent. 

“About 7:15 p. m., as the train was 
passing through Masaya, it was fired 
on by the rebels and four enlisted men 
were wounded, as follows: Corporal 
J. J. Bourne, Company B, hand; Private 
Cc. P. Browne, Company A, foot; Pri- 
vate Ray Betzer, Company A, head, 
slight; Trumpeter W. P. Brown, Com- 
pany A, hand, sfight. 

‘The fire was returned. It has been 
learned from a nhumber of reliable 
sources that this attack on our train 
was premeditated and carefully planned. 
and that 68 rebels were killed and & 
wounded during the fight, which lasted 
about 15 minutes. 

“The train proceeded through. the 
town to the Federal lines, where, sev- 
eral rails being up, we stopped for the 
night. 

About 11:3 p. m., a .commission came 
out from Masaya with a communication 
from Zeledon disclaiming responsibility 
for the action of his soldiers.’’ 

Maj. Butler then reports on his ar- 
rival at Granada and the conditions 
upon which Gen. Mena agreed to allow 
to enter the city without a fight: 

“Early in the morning of the next 
day I sent a communication to Gen. 
Luis Mena, directing him to come out 
to San Blas or to send a competent dele- 
gation to represent him. At about 3 p. 
m. two representatives of Mena arrived 
at San Blas but no definite agreement 
was reached. They returned to Granada 
about 6 p. m., going about one mile on 
the train, which was moved forward 
for the night. 

About 1 a. m., Sept. 22, a reply to 
my demand for the surrender of the 
railroad, steamships, etc., was received, 
but as it was not satisfactory, I sent 
an agreement written in English for 
him to sign. At 3:30 a. m. I disem- 
barked the battalion, with the auto- 
matic guns, and started for Granada, 
deciding to enter the town by force if 
necessary. About 5 a. m. at a point 
almost a mile from Granada we were 
met by a commission bearing the agree- 
ment properly signed by Mena. 

“The train was then moved forward, 
repairing breaks in the track as we ad- 
vanced, to a point about one-half mile 
from Granada. I left the battalion 
there with the train and walked into the 
railroad station, where, at 7:30 a. m. I 
received a notice from Mena that every- 
thing was ready to turn over, as had 
been agreed upon.”’ 

Here is Col. Pendleton’s report show- 
ing how he disposed of Mena after Maj. 
Butler had gotten into the city on prom- 
ises of neutrality: 

“At ll p. m. on the 2lst, orders were 
received from the commander-in-chief to 
proceed to Coronada with the first bat- 
talion, as it was reported from Granada 
that Butler’s battalion was engaged 
with Mena’s men in a hot fight, burt 
were holding their own. 

“Accordingly regimental headquarters, 
with the first battalion entrained at 2 
a. m., proceeding to Campuzano, a point 
on the railroad about two and one-half 
miles this side of Masaya where three 
and one-half companies had headquar- 
ters, ammunition, artillery and stores, 
left the train with a train of bull carts 
and made a detour around Coyotepe to 
effect a junction with the train, which 
was sent through with a guard of one- 
half company, at a point five miles be- 
yond Masaya, called Devil's Curve, dis- 
tant from Campucano by road 15 miles. 

Find Peace Prevails. 

“Junction was effected with the train 
at the designated point at 4:30 p. m. on 
the 22d, where telegrams received by 
Gen. Saenzs of the Federal troops in- 
formed us of the peaceful conditions in 
Granada, with Butler in control. 

“The start of headquarters and the 
first battalion on this information, was 
delayed until next day, when at 3 p. m. 
junction was effected at Granada with 
Butler. During night of this day at 
about 7 p. m. a force of about 500 Leon- 
ese arrived from the south, entering 
that part of the city not occupied by 
the Americans. Celebration was held by 
them and the other rebels, and shouts 
of ‘‘Death to the Americans” frequent- 
ty indulged in. 

“An ultimatum was accordingly sent 
to Gen. Mena, requiring him to concen- 
trate in the San Francisco Church an: 
the Jultava Church those forces under 
his command whom he considered he 
would control, and that the Leonese 
and others be concentrated in a large 
hospital on the southern outskirts of 
the city; that at 2 o’clock the next day 
(24th) an inspection would be made by 
the American officers, at which time 
all the artillery and machine guns _ in 
these several churches would be placed 
in the street or on the plaza in front of 
the churches, in order that it might be 
understood by us that Mena was ii 
good faith. Inspection was made and 
Mena’s forces complied with the de- 
mand.’’ 

Disposes of Mena, 

This significant paragraph disposes of 
Gen. Mena, who had been chosen presi- 
dent by the congress: 

“Upon conclusion Gen. Mena—early on 
the morning of the %th—was taken from 
the San Francisco Church by our forces. 
placed in a paymaster's car of the rail- 
road company, together with his son 
and one servant. He was conducted to 
Corinto, where he arrived on the eve- 
ning of the 26th, and placed on board 
ship for transportation to Panama, with 
a solemn promise never again to come 
to Nicaragua. 

*The rebels throughout the route from 
Granada to Corinto did not seem to be- 
lieve that he had surrendered, though 
the leaders well knew it.’’ 

Then followed this order-from Col. 
Pendleton after Ger. Mena had dis- 
armed his men: 


“Gen Luis Mena, Granada, Nicaragua: 


| 


“1. I find it necessary to require that 
following be carried out: 

“(a) All the troops of Gen. Mena 
must be concentrated by 2 o’clock p. m., 
this date, Sept. 24, 1912, as follows: 

“(b) All the troops that came into 
the town last night must be concen- 
trated, without arms, in the hospital. 
All the troops that were already in the 
town must be concentrated, half in San 
Francisco and half in Jultava Church. 

“(c) All the artillery and machine 
guns.in Granada must be placed in the 
streets in front of the garrisoned build- 
ings and will be guarded by the Ameri- 
can forces. 

‘“(d) None of Gen. Mena’s troops will 
appear in the streets except as provided 
In the next paragraph (e). 

“(e) The city will be patrolled by the 
American forces, who will conduct, un- 
der guard, unarmed soldiers designated 
by the,commander of each of these gar- 
risons mentioned above, for the pur- 
pose of legally obtaining supplies of 
food. 

“(f) The American forces will preserve 
order in the city and will inspect all 
garrMons at 2 o'clock p. m. to see that 
this disposition is strictly carried out. 

‘(g) The boats Victoria and No. 93 
must be delivered by daylight tomor- 
row morning, Sept. 25, 1912. 

“(h) No arming of the troops which 
arrived last night from Leon is to take 
place until further orders. 

“(i) This to remain fn force until fur- 
ther orders are received from Admiral 
Southerland, commander-in-chief. 

‘(j) All troops now on outpost duty 
will be returned to the San Francisco 
vr the Jultava churches. The American 
forces will patrol the outskirts of the 
town. Very respectfully,

From his sickbed Mena sent - -this 
reply; 

GRANADA, Nicaragua, 
Sept. 25, 1912. 

Col. J. H. Pendleton, Marine Camp, 
City:—Your letter ‘of this date has 
been received and seems very strange 
after the letters received from Maj. 
S. D. Butler within the last two days. 
However, in order to avoid blood- 
shed, your demands will be complied 
with. LOUIS MENA. 

Start Return Movement. 


The movement back to Masaya is 
thus described by Col. Pendleton: 


‘Upon receipt of orders to clear 
the railroad of all troops occupying 
menacing positions, regimental head- 
quarters and the First Battalion left 
Campt Weitzel, Managua, at 2:25 p. 
m., Wednesday, Oct. 2, plans having 
been made for the co-operation of 
Maj. Butler and the Third Battalion 
to arrive from the southeast in an 
attack if necessary, of Coyotope and 
the Barranca. 

“The First Battalion was augmented 
by two three-inch field pieces, under 
command of Capt. Underwood from 
Leon, and further by two companies 
of sailors from Camp Weitzel, under 
command of Lieut. Steele. On arrival 
at Campucano word was sent by the 
regimental commander, Col. Pendle- 
ton, at 4:50 p. m., advising Zeledon 
as to the declared policy of the 
United States to open, operate and 
maintain the railroad and telegraph 
communications from Coronado to 
Granada, that his positions at Coy- 
otope and the Barranca were a men- 
ace to this plan and unless by 3 a. m., 
Oct. 3, he evacuated these positions

and in the town of Masaya, 

Should you accede to this demand you 
will signify the fact by hotsting in plain 
view from all sides a white flag on the 
top of Coyotepe and one on the top of 
the Barranca, and will march your 
troops to my lines near Nindiri station 
on the railroad, where they will be re- 
quired to lay down their arms. 

No delegation or commission from you 
suggesting or requesting any other 
terms will be received, nor will such re- 
quest or suggestion be considered.

CENTURY CLUB 10 
AFFILIATE WITH 


Local Club Breaks With Cen- 
tral States—Will Join tne 
Northwestern. 


“The Century Boat Club, at ite 
next meeting wilh withdraw from the 
Central States Rowing Association.” 
This statement was made to. the 
Post-Dispatch by Oscar E. Buder, an 
official of the club, yesterday. “We 
were literally begged to enter the 
league, doing it just for the sake of 
good fellowship. We have always 
abided by the rules and feel that we 
have had an equal share in its suc- 
cess. However, in the face of the 


treatment that we received this year, 
we would not think of remaining in 
the association. 

“Our withdrawal will not in the 
least have any effect on our futuré 
rowing policy. In fact, we intend 0 
broaden our scope and will shortly 
enter the Northwestern Rowing As- 
sociation, which includes all of the 
better known Western clubs. We havc 
been very busy improving the club 
and have not had much time to de- 
vote to ty | Hereafter, however, 
we intend to do more in this field.” 


What It’s All About. 


The breach between the Century 
Boat Club and the Central States As- 
sociation came up last Wednesday 
evening. Four of the out-of-town 
clubs refused to enter the coming re- 
gatta, which is the first one to be 


held in St. Louis. As they did not 
enter, the clubs were under the im- 
pression that they should not be taxed 
for the holding of the regatta. Ali 
of the local clubs agreed to this, ex- 
cept the Century. This club was in 
favor of not holding the regatta if 
it could not be properly financed. It 
would be necessary to tax each of 
the local members of the association 
that participated, which the Century 
was not in favor of, thinking that 
those not rowing should also do their 
share. 

After a great deal of debating the 
other members agreed to allow the 
Century to row, without additional 
taxation. When the Central States 
Association held it’s meeting, Wednes- 
day evening, the Century delegate 
was informed that his entnies would 
not be recognized unless he would 
agree to an assessment. This he re- 
fused, and the breach widened. 


Century Had Three Entries. 


The Century Club only intended to en- 
ter in three events, the singie and dou- 
ble sculls and the half-mile dash for 
singles. However, the men entered are 


among the best in the local harbor and 
the club was practically certain to win 
trophies. Oscar Wulff was the entry 
in both singles events and was looked 
on by many as a probable winner. Thea 
double crew, Albert Bechestobill and 
Sam Oesterriecher, have not lost a fre-

AIDS: MERIWETHER, 
FITZSIMMONS SAYS 


City Chairman Accuses Officials 


of “Conducting a Cheap 
Campaign.” 


HE FIGHTS FOR COLLINS 


Denies Telling Indeper.dent Can- 


didate That Nomination 
Was ‘‘Promised.”’ 


Lee Meriwether'’s charge that Arthur 
J. Fitzsimmeéns, Democratic city chair- 
man, told him the Twelfth District Con- 
gressional nomination had been ‘‘prom- 
ised” to John P. Collins, was the topic 
of discussion in political circles Friday. 

Meriwether, who is running for tha 
congressional nomination at the primary 
Aug. 4, said in an interview in Thurs- 
day's Post-Dispatch that Fitzsimmons 
called on him and tried to dissuade him 
from running, 
had been promised to Collins. He also 
quoted Fitzsimmons as saying that 
Twelfth District voters were a ‘‘rough 
element,’’ and would not care for Meri- 
wether’s political ideas or understan: 
his speeches, but» would prefer the kind 
of man who would get up at 3 a. m. to 
get one of them out of a police station. 


Six of Committee for Collins. 

Fitzsimmons is one of the seven mem- 
bers of the Twelfth. District Congres- 
sional Committee: Six of the seven are 
supporting Collins, who is a former 
member of the State Senate. The sev- 
enth, Lawler Daly, is neutral, accord- 
ing to Meriwether. 

Fitzsimmons Friday denied that he 
had uttered the expressions which Merl- 
wether attributed to him. He said Mert- 
wether wrote him a letter asking him to 
call and advise him as to his prospects 
in the primary, and that he called. 

“IT thought I was speaking to him in 
confidence, as we have long been 
friends,’’ said Fitzsimmons. ‘“‘But I did 
not tell him the nomination had been 
promised to Collins, and I did not 
threaten him with the opposition of the 
committee. I told him I expected to 
support Collina. 

“T gave kim my reasons for my 
decision, telling him that Collins 
worked among the people of the dis- 
trict all the vear around, and was 
nearer to them in a practical way 
than Meriwether could be in a theo- 
retical way. I told him the people 
of the district were quite largely 
poor people, but I did not say they 
were a ‘rough element.’ I said they 
were honest people, who would vote 
for a man they knew rather than for 
one who appeared spasmodically be- 
fore election, and spent the rest of 
the time in travel. 

Promised Fair Treatment. 

“T told Meriwether he would be 
treated fairly, and would have an 
opportunity to speak at all meetings 
arranged by the committee. I did 
not try to dissuade him from run- 
ning, but I advised him, in view of 
what I had said, to use his own 
judgment. 

Charges Board Aids Meriwether, 

“TIT told Meriwether plainly that I was 
familiar with his former campaign prac- 
tices, and that I knew it was his cus- 
tom to charge fraud, by innuendo, from 
the outset. I told him he could not fol- 
low this practice successfully this year, 
hecause everyone would know that, un- 
der the direct primary law, there was 
no likelihood of fraud. It is also wel 
known that the present Election Board 
has refused to recognize the official 
party committee in the selection of 
judges and clerks. In fact, they have 
conducted a cheap political campaign in 
behalf of Meriwethei and a few others 
—a thing the Election Board has never 
before done, to my knowledge. 

“The election officials are the selec- 
tion of Meriwether or his friends, and 
not of the regular committee. 

“‘Meriwether has not been deprived of 
a hearing by the committee, as he in- 
sinuates. At a meeting in the Twenty- 
third Ward one night last week, with 
600 voters present, the committee ex- 
pected Meriwether to appear, and his 
name was called from the platform, but 
he was traveling as usual, and did not 
appear. Collins spoke, and was enthusi- 
astically received. 

“Several weeks ago Meriwether mado 
complaint of the City Committee’s par- 
tiality for Collins. A public hearing was 
given Meriwether, at which reporte 
were present, and the attitude of the 
committee was candidly explained i 
Meriwether. He admitted at that time 
that the committee members had a 
right to support whomever they chose. 
He said at that time that he w 
make a campaign on straight issues 
but now he has fallen back on his old 
tactics.”’ 

‘Secretary O’Donnell’s Denial. 

Patrick O’Donnell, one of the mem- 
bers of the Congressional Committee, is 
acting as Collins’ campaign manager. 
according to Collins’ statement and his 
own. He is secretary of the City Com- 
mittee. He asked that a statement in 
Meriwether’: interview, sgying that he 
sent Meriwether an appeal for funds, be 
denied in his behalf. 

A letter asking for funds was sent 
out by Fitzsimmons, M. J. Mulvihill and 
Henry C. Menne, O’Donnell said, but he 
said ne part of the money thus ob- 
tainel would be used for any purpose 
before the j1timary. Such an appeal is 
customary at this time, he said, to fur 
nish the committee ready money, to 
open the campaign after the primary.

BUSINESS MEN IN OFFICE. 

President Wilson does well to protest nst 
suspicion and hostility directed towards men 
merely because they are connected with great busi- 
ness enterprises. It does not follow because a 
business venture has become extensive and is con- 
ducted on a large scale that its methods are il- 
, | esitimate or that the men whose abilities and en- 
+ | ergies have built up the business are rascals. It 
does not follow that all the men connected with a 
large business venture which may have used 
vrongful methods are guilty of wrongdoing. Every 
man should stand on his own record and quali- 
fications. 

It is wise to avoid generalization with regard to 
business and to men. It is well to avoid mere 
class hostilities and suspicions. 

In a democracy every kind and condition. of 
inan has rights and duties; every legitimate inter- 
est is entitled to equal protection. Distinctions 
and hostilities of class and kind should be ab- 
horred. 

Government, especially in its expanding activ- 
ities in control of transportation finances and 
commerce, needs men of capacity, training and 
experience to assure the best results. As a rule 
honest, independent business men, no matter how 
big their business interests, when called to pub- 
lic service, are governed by conscience and put 
the public interests above private interests. They 
differ from the tools of illegitimate business in- 
terests who serve masters for pay. 

In dealing with railroads, interstate corporations 
and banks through regulating boards and com- 
ralesions the Government must command the best 
business talent and training. When men who 
have won exceptional success in business consent 
to serve the public they are to be commended, not 
condemned. 

This view of big business men who are called to 
office applies specifically to Messrs. Jones and 
Warburg, who have been asked to serve on the 
Federal Reserve Board. The only questions to 
be asked about them are these: Are they hon- 
est? Are they capable? W'‘ll they serve the 
people? 

BUSY SOCIALIST BOSSES. 

Resenting the recent appeal by Oscar Leonard, 
in behalf of the new charter, in which he spoke 
to Socialists ‘“‘as a Socialist,” the local Socialist 
party bosses have sent letters to the newspapers 
asserting that “Mr. Oscar Leonard is not a mem- 
ber of the Socialist party” and that his appeal was 
a campaign trick. 

It avails nothing with the Socialist bosses 
whether a man has, from sincere conviction, voted 
the Socialist ticket year after year and has writ- 
ten, spoken and worked for the success of the 
party. He is not a Socialist unless so labeled at 
headquarters. He must come for his little badge 
and pay the boss’ charges. 

It is no exaggeration to say that, if the bosses 
could and did, on election day, forbid all Social- 
ists but those with the headquarters’ label to 
cast a vote, the Socialist vote would fall to a 
negligible quantity. This brand of bossism is 
even worse than that which affects the older 
parties. 
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A BULLY UNWRITTEN LAW.

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EAST ST. LOUIS, WAKE UP} 
East St. Louis citizens ought at once to act, 
by any means in their power, legal or otherwise, 
to prevent completion by their city government 
of its pending sale of a new 30-year franchise to 
the City Water Co. for $75,000. 

The company’s existing franchise has another 
year to run. Under that: franchise it charges 
30 cents a thousand gallons for water. It exacts 
« fee of $5 for the privilege of connecting with its 
tuains. It requires consumers to pay for making 
such connections. Its least charge for service is 
$1 monthly. These extortionate rates and condi- 
tions are carried forward into the new franchise. 

The exclusive privilege of selling water for 30 
years on those terms, in a city of 75,000 and up- 

ward, is worth’ at least $1,000,000. The proposi- 
tian to pay the city only $75,000 for it would be 
comital if it did not so strongly suggest the sin- 
ister and the collusive. 

Clear proof of the great value of the new fran- 
chise is given in the company’s announced pur- 
jose to capitalize the grant for $500,000 of new 
bonds with which to extend its system. 
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to managé the city’s business as intelligently, as 
its members would manage their own business, 
it will retain that franchise value for the city, 
take over the water’ plant at a fair valuation 
when its franchise expires a year hence, and cap- 
italize the franchise value to make extensions for 
its own account, instead of selling a million-dollar 
privilege for $75,000. 

The experience of scores of American cities 
proves East St. Louis people can supply them- 
salves with water, under municipal ownership, 
at 15 cents per 1000 gallons, and at that rate 
can earn enough profit to pay off bonds issucd to 
buy and extend the plant. 

Why should East St. Louis make a present of 
so valuable a privilege to a little group of stock- 
holders in a private water company? 

The members of the city government should he 
required to answer that question, to the satis- 
faction of their constituents, before they com- 
plete the gift. *

H. W. Kolkschneider, new charter opponent and 
organizer of a taxpayers’ league, says he doesn’t 
oppose public playgrounds nor swimming pools, 
but does object to building more boulevards and 
buying more parks, out of the general city reve- 
nue, until the city’s sewers have been put into 
good condition and its fire and police departments 
made adequate to its needs. In a.letter to an 
afternoon contemporary he says: 

‘Why is this terrible scrambling and effort 
to get more boulevards and parks? Could it 
be that those people who are in that busi- 
ness would have a chance to take options 
on property and then havea boulevard 
creatéd and reap their harvest? The same 
may be true of the parks.” 

That was done under the old charter. Under 
the new charter, if the city government does its 
plain duty, the cost of new boulevards will be 
taxed out of the increased values they create, and 
net charged against the whole city. Mr. Kolk- 
schneider is slow, perhaps, but he is learning. 
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The public has not heard many complaints 
about St. Louis loan sharks lately. That is be- 
ceuse, as related in the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
Magazine, the loan shark has been practically 
driven out of St. Louis.

ST. LOUIS’ CHARTER EXPERIMENT

By the narrow majority of 2681 
votes out of 90,997, St. Louis has 
adopted a new city charter which pro- 
vides a one-chamber Council, the ini- 
tiative, referendum and recall. and 
complete powers of public ownership. 
The “I., R. and R.” go into effect 
Sept. 1. At the end of all present 
elective terms (1917) the Mayor will 
be empowered to appoint the Asses- 
sor, Collector, Treasurer, Supply Com. 
missioner, Register, City Counselor, 
City Marshal, two City Court Judges, 
President of the Board of Public 
Service, Director of Public Utilities, 
Directon of Streets and Sewers, Di- 
rector of Public Welfare and Director 
of Public Safety. The Mayor also will 
appoint an Efficiency Board, similar 
to the Civil Service Commission, con- 
sisting of three members, no more 
than two of whom shall belong to the 
same political party.

BUSINESS MEN IN OFFICE. 

President Wilson does well to protest against 
suspicion and hostility directed towards men 
merely because they are connected with great busi- 
ness enterprises. It does not follow because a 
business venture has become extensive and is con- 
ducted on a large scale that its methods are iI- 
legitimate or that the mien whose abilities and en- 
ergies have built up the business are rascals. It 
does not follow that all the men connected with a 
large business venture which may have used 
wrongful methods are guilty of wrongdoing. Every 
man should stand on his own record and quali- 
fications. 

It is wise to avoid generalization with regard to 
business and to men. 
class hostilities and suspicions. 


inan has rights and duties; every legitimate inter- 
est is entitled to equal protection. Distinctions 
and hostilities of class and kind should be ab- 
horred. 

Government, especially in its expanding activ- 
ities in control of transportation finances and 
commerce, needs men of capacity, training and 
experience to assure the best results. As a rule 
honest, independent business men, no matter how 
big their business interests, when called to. pub- 
lic service, are governed by conscience and put 
the public interests above private interests. They 
differ from the tools of illegitimate business in- 
terests who serve masters for pay. 

In dealing with railroads, interstate corporations 
and banks through regulating boards and com- 
ralesions the Government must command the best 
business talent and training. When men who 
have won exceptional success in business consent 
to serve the public they are to be commended, not 
condemned. 

This view of big business men who are called to 
office applies specifically to Messrs. Jones and 
Warburg, who have been asked to serve on the 
Federal Reserve Board. The only questions to 
be asked about them are these: Are they hon- 
est? Are they capabie? W'll they serve the 
people? 
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BUSY SOOIALIST BOSSES. 
Resenting the recent appeal by Oscar Leonard, 
in behalf of the new charter, in which he spoke 
to Socialists ‘“‘as a Socialist,” the local Socialist 
party bosses have sent letters to the newspapers 
asserting that “Mr. Oscar Leonard is not a mem- 
ber of the Socialist party” and that his appeal-was 
a campaign trick. 

It avails nothing with the Socialist bosses 
whether a man has, from sincere conviction, voted 
the Socialist ticket year after year and has writ- 
ten, spoken and worked for the success of the 
party.

ST. LOUIS’ CHARTER EXPERIMENT

By the narrow majority of 2681 
votes out of 90,997, St. Louis has 
adopted a new city charter which pro- 
vides a one-chamber Council, the ini- 
tiative, referengum and recall. and 
complete powers of public ownership. 
The “I., R. and R.” go into effect 
Sept. 1. At the end of all present 
elective terms (1917) the Mayor will 
be empowered to appoint the Asses- 
sor, Collector, Treasurer, Supply Com.

WASHINGTON, July 10—Liberal dis- 4p g/ f 
tribution of free railroad passes to Fed- Ad 
eral and state officials, Judges, newspa- 
per men and others, by the Louisville & 
"Nashville and the Nashville, Chattanoo- 
ga & St. Louis Railroads, was reported 
‘to the Senate yesterday by the Inter- 
: ‘wade Commerce Commission. More than 
$4,000 passes, valued at above $340,000, 
were shown to have been. issued last year 
to individuals, ranging from a Unite4 
States Senator, whose pass showed no 
mileage traveled, to county Sheriffs and 
local politicians.
